To Prevent Infection 


g HERPES facialis is quite a 
long name for a simple fe- 

ver blister, but the patient who 
has it doesn’t think the name is 
sufficient description. He would

These blisters contain a clear 
fluid which soon dries up. if not 
ruptured, and in a few days 
scales off and the red spot grad- 
ually disappears. 
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T= eruption may spread en- 
tirely around the lips and 
out onto the cheek or down over 
the chin. The tissues are hot, 
throbbing and painful. The skin 
is swollen and any effort to smile 
er use the lips causes tension 
and- often cracking and deep 
fissures may result. The blisters 
do not rupture of themselves, 
but. if ruptured they may be- 
come infected and then we have 
that added to our discomfort 
with prolongation of the condi- 
tion. They may also eppear on 
the mucous membrane of the 
‘mouth, due to some stomach 
disturbance. These blebs rup- 
ture and leave small ulcers that 
resemble thrush and do not heal

Cu» sores occur most fre- 
quently in children and 
young adults and mode often in 
girls than boys.

Most fish is rather 
bland in flavor. so you will bring 
out its goodness by combining it 
with other properly seascaed 
foods. 
Vegetables With Fish 

Crisp, colorful vegetables of 
decided flavor give you pleasing 
contrast. The new Brussels 
sprouts, beets with a = sharp 
Sauce, broccoli, mashed yellow 
turnips, stuffed baked or grille 
tomatoes, cucumbers raw. in 
sauces or cooked, green salads, 
relishes and lemon are all excel- 
lent accompaniments for baked, 
broiled or boiled fish. Boiled 
fish is usually accompanied by a 
sauce such as H: 
or parsley. cucumbe 
sauce tartare. * 

Canned and Packed Fish 

Many women claim that fish is 
not so easily obtainable as meat 
and hence does not appear on 
their menus so often. But this is 
hardly a satisfactory answer in 
vie, of the many kinds of fish 
available. The canned and pack- 
aged dried fish are practically 
non-perishable and are to be 
found in any good food store. 
Frish fish, however, is perisnable 
and should be purchased only a 
short while before time t> serve

Buy fish when it is most plen- 
tiful in your local markets. In 
most of the smaller cities Fri- 
days or toward the end of the 
week is the best time to buy 
their silvery, fresh offerings. 
Usually fish is cieaned and 
boned at the market, so that all 
the housewife has to do is vo 
wash the fish quickly and dry. 
The meat should he free from 
any clots of blood or other for- 
eign material before cooking: 
further preparation depends on 
the method of cooking. 

Fish Easy to Cock 

Fish requires only a short 
cooking period—five to seven 
minutes for broiling or frying: 
twenty to thirty minutes for 
baking. One test for the “done- 
ness” of fish is to test it with a 
fork and when it separates eas- 
ily or flakes it is done. The 
larger fish are usually cut into 
fillets or steaks for broiling while 
the smaller fish—those weighing 
around three pounds or so—are 
stuffed for baking, or sometimes 
boiled. 

White Meated Fish 

White meated fish in general 
contain very little natural fats 
and so they are best when 
broiled and basted frequently 
with butter or when they are

It may be that we do 
not praise him or encourage him 
sufficiently. Or it may be that 
he is completely eclipsed by a 
more brilliant or beautiful child 
in the family . He lies about 
himself to attract attention. 
Remove the cause and you have 
begun to affect a cure. 


Matter of Motive 


Lying in itself is not more 
serious than other major beha- 
vior problems. All children try 
it out et some time. Either they 
are carried away by imagination, 
or the lie is brought about by 
force Of circumstances, as in the 
case of lies prempted by jeaJ- 
ousy, resentment or fear of pun- 
ishment.
